Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 ,7-12,16,25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over John (60661 63). 

John is considered to render obvious all of the subject matter of the above 
claims. As taught in col. 3, lines 9-65, and col. 5, lines 5-15, the device of John 
can be implanted. It is considered to have been obvious and desirable to 
enclose all of the structure into one control module in order to provide for ease of 
implantation. Further, it is considered obvious to use a biocompatible surface for 
the module in order to not affect in a negative way the tissues of the patient. See 
col. 6, lines 8+, and col. 10, lines 20+ for a description of the methodology used 
in the invention, which is obvious over that set forth in applicant's claim 16. The 
subject matter of claims 7, 8 are considered to be intended use, and not a 
structural limitation. Claim 25,26 are considered to be obvious in light of the 
knowledge of the skilled artisan in the brain stimulation art. Re claim 30, see col. 
5, line 30.
